Be 
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Roosevelt To Urge Garner 
For Vice Presidency in 1936 


Announcement by White House Source Dashes 


Cold Water on Aspiration of Number 
of Prospective Candidates. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
Word was quietly passed today that 
President Roosevelt wants Vice Presi- 
dent Garner to team up with him 
again for the 1936 presidential elec- 
tion. 

This information dashed cold water 
on the aspirations of some half a 
dozen prospective candidates. 

There had been talk among pro- 
nounced liberal democrats in the ad- 


laced either by Secretary Ickes or 
allace. 

To clear up the matter, some dem- 
ocratic leaders sought the president's 
attitude. Any doubt about Mr. Roose- 
velt wanting Garner to be his running 
mate has been definitely dissipated. 

With this development, political in- 
terest turned to the prospects of lead- 
ing senators of both parties to return 
in- 1936. 

Besides the floor chieftains, Sena- 
tor Robinson of Arkansas, democrat, 
and Senator McNary of Oregon, re- 
publican—many of the best-known 
members of that branch—32 in all— 
will be up for re-election. 

Senator Borah, Idaho republican in- 
dependent, who has seen the longest 
service in the senate, and Senator 
Carter Glass, Virginia democrat, who 
recently celebrated his seventy-seventh 
birthday anniversary, are veterans 
whose terms expire at the end of this 
congress. Borah entered the senate 
in 1907. 

Already Governor Ben C. Ross, of 
Idaho, has indicated he would seek 
the democratic nomination to run 
against Borah.

nator Huey P. Long, of Louisi- 
ana, is making his plans to seek the 
pressteue in 1936, having definitely 
roken with the Roosevelt administra-

ttion. However, he is taking no 
chances on not being returned to the 
senate. 

At a special session of the Louisi- 
ana legislature recently, the “king- 
fish” secured passage of a bill which 
permits him, if he receives the votes, 
to get the democratic senatorial nom- 
ination in his state next January. 
This would leave him: free to strive 
for either the democratic presidential 
nomination or to campaign as a caD- 
didate on the “share-the-wealth” 
ticket. 

Some of the democrats, who were 
elected in 1930, will be confronted 
by opponents for their party's nom- 
inations. 

Already there is talk that Governor 
Henry Horner, of Illinois, may be one 
of several to contest Senator J. Ham- 
ilton Lewis, democratic whip, for the 
nomination. 

Representative Disney, of Oklahoma, 
has been mentioned as a prospective 
candidate for the democratic nomina- 
tion for the senatorship held by Sena- 
tor Gore, who has not been friendly 
to some of the administration’s 
policies, 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Texas 
democrat, who fathered the eighteenth 
amendment, may have strong intra- 
party opposition. Representative Pat- 
man,‘ of Texas, leader of the cash 
bonus group, has been urged by 
friends to run. 

Some friends of Representative Fred 
Vinson, Kentucky democrat, have 
urged him to run against Senator 
Logan, for the party nomination. 

Two of the severest Roosevelt 
critics, Senators Dickinson, of Iowa, 
and Hastings, of Delaware, republic- 
an leaders,. will be centers of attack 
by “New Dealers.” 

Unless the situation changes, they 
may have stern opposition.

Long List of Economy 
Bills To Be Offered By 
Hadley Brown. 


Legislation seeking to revolution- 
ize the system of government in Glynn 


county, and in Brunswick, the county 
seat, will be introduced in the legis- 
lature by Representative Hadley 
Brown, of Glynn county, he an- 
nounced Sunday. 

Brown said the legislation was 
aimed at effecting economies. in local 
governmental costs, and in reducing 
the “tremendous tax burden the peo- 
ple of Glynn county are carrying.” 
He announced he expected to intro- 
duce some of the bills today in the 
house of representatives. 

One of the bills, he said, would 
abolish the seven-man board of com- 
missioners in the county “immediate- 
ly” and set up a three-man board. He 
said the bill would name W. C. Little, 
a member of the present commission, 
as chairman of the new board, and 
would name C. V. Abbott and R. W. 
Whittle as the other commissioners. 
Brown introduced this and similar 
bills in the 1938 session of the legis- 
lature, but they did not become law. 
He said they were “killed in the een- 
ate.” 

He said he also would offer a bill 
to abolish immediately the offices of 
county tax receiver and county tax 
collector, and set up the office of a 
tax commissioner.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(4)— 
Knowledge the supreme court may 
rule tomorrow om the gold cases re- 
vivified speculation tonight on the de- 
cision itself and its possible conse- 
quences. ' 

There was no certainty, however, 
that an opinion would be handed 
down tomorrow. Sufficient time ap- 
parently has not elapsed since the 
oral arguments for the customary 
carefully written opinion. 

But the court could, if it chose, 
announce its decision tomorrow and 
file the written opinion later. Those 
most familiar with the procedure of 
the tribunal look for a ruling on 
February 4, or later. After meeting 
tomorrow the court recesses for two 
weeks. 

The point at issue in the arg. 
cases is whether the government ha 
the right to invalidate the gold pay- 
ment clause in contracts. 

An adverse ruling would not di- 
rectly affect the devaluation of the 
doliar but it would force payment of 
billions in currency equal to the value 
of the gold called for in the contract.

Cook- 
ing at a low temperature produces a 
tender, moist pork chop instead of a 
dry, hard one, which might result 
from cooking a shorter time at a 
higher temperature.

Dakota To Complete 
Moodie Impeachment 


BISMARCK, N. D., Jan. 20.—(®) 
A carefully mapped program, designed 
to complete impeachment action 
against Governor Thomas H. Moodie 
and bring about his immediate suspen- 
sion from office, was ready today for 
presentation in the North Dakota 
house Monday. 

At a caucus last night, non-partisan 
league majority house members voted 
to support plans for acceptance of 
articles of impeachment being drawn 
by a board of managers appointed un- 
der an impeachment resolution adopt- 
ed by the assembly Friday. 

Shortly after the assembly convenes 
Monday, the group will offer the arti- 
cles of impeachment, based on charges 
that Moodie, democratic chief execu- 
tive who took office 13 days ago 1s 
guilty of “crime, corrupt conduct, mal- 
feasance and misdemeanors in office.” 

Filing the articles with the senate 
will complete the impeachment action 
and automatically suspend Moodie, in 
the opinion of Attorney-General P. O. 
Sathre. Moodie’s supporters claim the 
senate must first vote to receive the 
articles before suspension takes place.

“Undue encroachment upon the sov- 
ereignty of states should be avoided. 

“Self government of industry should 
be the goal in any plan for concerted 
action in promoting recovery. There 
should be a minimum of bureaucratic 
regulation. Production control, price 
fixing and other devices which tend 
to interfere with the normal play of 
economic forces and to restrict indi- 
vidual initiative should be eliminated 
so far as possible. 

“Provision of law respecting the re- 
lations of employers and employes 
should be fair to both parties. While 
the workers are entitled to every con- 
sideration, the rights of the employ- 
ers also must be preserved. 

“Emergency recovery legislation 
should not be susceptible to use as a 
vehicle for experimentation with un- 
tried theories.’ 

The league said three reasons exist- 
ed for avoiding permanent legislation 
at this time. 

“In the first place,” it said, “the 
American people are willing to confer 
emergency powers upon the executive 
but they hesitate to write them into 
permanent law. 

“Secondly, the experience thus far 
under the national recovery adminis- 
tration has not been such as to make 
possible a final decision as to just 
what features should be permanently 
retained. 

“A third reason is that important 
constitutional questions arising under 
the administration of the present law 
are awaiting adjudication in the su- 
preme court of the United States.”

PURSE THIEF CAUGHT:

The purse-snatching epidemic which 
for the last two weeks has terrorized 
women pedestrians on the northern 
side of the downtown business area, 
was thought by police to have been 
curbed Sunday, following the arrest 
Saturday night of a negro, David Dan- 
iel, 19, of 329 Markham street, caught 
by Detective J. C. Tanner after at- 
tempting a purse theft. 

Daniel was arrested when he made 
an unsuccessful attempt to wrest a 
purse from Mrs. J. Kurlart, of 443 
Angier avenue, as she was walking 
on Peachtree street, near Harris 
street. Mrs. Kurlart had the _ strap 
haidle of the purse wound around 
her arm and clung to it when the 
negro attempted to take the purse. 
She screamed for help. 

Tanner, who had been assigned to 
the section by Chief of Police T. O. 
Sturdivant, with instructions to break 
up the purse-snatching and to “shoot 
if mecessary,” was stationed in an 
alley and started out when he heard 
Mrs. Kurlart scream, but the negro, 
dashing in the alley, ran almost into 
the detective’s arms.

“Carlyle sighed, “Oh that God 
would speak to us as He spoke to men 
of olden time!” The trouble is not 
with God’s speech but with our ears. 
God never was more anxious to speak 
than He is today. Just as wonderful 
things as He ever said He is declarinz 
to us now. Men who live among loud 
noises such as are in boiler factories 
are in danger of losing any delicate 
sensitivity to the sounds about them. 
In fact many of them become deaf. 
This is also true of multitudes today 
in the whole area of life. The message 
is given but we have worn out our 
eardrums. 

“*The struggle to survive’ has been 
interpreted very partially. We have 
learned to be strenuous and forgotten 
how to be still. We have replaced 
mystery with mechanics. Our fractur- 
ed society is its own mute plea for 
solitude. Any profound self-preserva- 
tion must include self-reservation. . 


Horror of Being Alone. 


“Life under the dominion of din 
has produced a horror of being alone. 
Those influenced by. this force live 
upon a feverish and fretful level. Such 
people do not grow sweeter with age 
but each year finds them increasingly 
sour and bitter. 


“The: keepr of any lighthouse notes 
the myriads of insects beaten out 
against the. great lenses, as if in futile 
effort to get somewhere else at any 
cost. Multitudes of our people are 
like that nowadays. 

“Thére are times when words are 
the inevitable, irepressible outpouring 
of the thoughts which stir within us. 
Upon.certain occasions we speak be- 
cause. We must. Necessity is laid upon 
us. The tumult and the shouting 
upon the triumphal entry of Jesus 
brought forth from him the remark, 
‘If these should hold their peace, the 
stones would ery out.’ 

“There are other times when any 
talk is trivial and any speech a sacri- 
lege. 

-“Tt is the empty husk that rustles 

loudest in the breeze. It.is the empty 
wagon that rattles loudest over the 
street. It is the empty mind that 
rumbles loudest in its talk. Noise 
is a fairly accurate indication of hol- 
lowness in physics and in psychology. 
' “T have lost confidence in loud 
words as a sign of wisdom. The spent 
forces of our souls have led to the ills 
of our social order. I can point to 
no guaranteed plan of completed ac- 
tion but I can point to a sure place 
for a successful start—‘In the begin- 
ning God.’ Men ean only contribute 
to society what they have developed 
within themselves.”

“The Bible is more than a collec- 
tion of words—it is a record of re-- 
vealing and stimulating silences as 
well as a practical guide to the ob- 
servance of a silence beyond syllables, 
In the midst of the mystery of Revela- 
tion we find this sentence on which 
the mind may rest, ‘There followed a 
silence in heaven about the space of 
half an hour.’ This silence in heaven 
had its own beautiful use. Earth 
will be in part like heaven when we 
have our own periods of quiet. 

*The author of our text lived in a 
noisy time. The clash and clamour 
of contending social forces filled the 
air. To his contemporaries he said, 
‘The Lord is in His holy temple, let 
all the earth keep. silence before 
Him.’ God is here, the prophet said. 
If you wish to find him you must 
search in silence. 

Jesus’ Words Marvelous. 

“The words of Jesus are marvelous. 
Before the beauty and the meaning 
of His utterances the world after 19 
centuries is still as the learned men 
of His own generation ‘astonished 
at His answersg We say with the 
soldiers who were sent to arrest Him, 
‘Never man so spake.’ (John 7:46). 

“Yet the genius of Christ is not to 
be found in what he said. Primarily 
He did not bring words. He was the 
, Word made visible in: flesh. 

“That unique power of personality 
was developed greatly through silence.’ 
Through all His ministry at frequent 
intervals he sought a place of peace. 
Sometimes it was the sanctuary of a 
welcoming home, or hours were spent 
on Olivet, or in the desert the night 
was passed apart, while at the last 
it was beneath the gnarled olive trees 
of Gethsemane that He withdrew to 
spend a time with God. 

“The silences of Christ are as re- 
vealing as His words. ‘His ministry 
opened with His baptism which. was 
foilowed immediately by the 40 days 
of meditation in the desert. What 
growth of grace took place within 
those days no man may tell, yet from 
it He ‘returned in the power of the 
spirit.’ 

“Jesus did not tell His disciples 
all that was upon His mind. Rather 
than talk too much He kept a rea- 
soned reserve. To His disciples He 
whispered, ‘I have yet. many things to 
say unto you but ye cannot hear them 
now. What artistry of leadership to 
know when minds could grasp no 
more!

The United States, by signing the 
treaty of Versailles and approving 
Clemenceau's note to the Dutch gov- 
ernment, had given tacit consent to 
the allied plan to extradite the kaiser 
and charge him with maior responsi- 
bility for the death of 10,000.000 men. 

But after the senate had rejected 
the Versailles treaty—the correspond- 
ence reveals—Secretary Lansing in- 
formed the American charge d’affaires 
at The Hague that “the United States 
will not at. present support any de- 
mand for the extradition of the ex- 
kaiser or participate in any way in 
his trial should it occur.” 

That pronouncement was made on 
December 13, 1919, more than a 
year after the allies had made the

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NEEDED LEGISLATION 

The avalanche of bills and reso- 
-futions introduced in the general 
‘assembly during the first week 
‘of the session contains an unusual 
‘number of meritorious and highly 
‘ important measures. Most of the 
measures of state-wide scope are in- 
cluded in Governor Talmadge’s 
program of legislation. 

Among the radical changes in 
governmental conditions and poli- 
‘cies sought is the limitation of 
‘county and city tax rates, as is the 
case of the state tax rate; the sub- 
stitution of a single house of 50 
members for the present multi- 
membered two-house system in the 
general assembly; sweeping re- 
forms in court procedure looking 
to the speeding up of justice in 
“Georgia; the repeal of the prohibi- 
tion law, and other measures strik- 
ing at the solution of problems that 
have steadily grown in seriousness 
during the past few years. 

The tremendous burden of taxa- 
tion borne by the people of the 
state and which has reached the 
point almost of confiscation is not 
the result of levies made by the 
state government. The makers of 
the state constitution wisely lim- 
ited the state rate to five mills, and 
during Governor Talmadge’s admin- 
istration even this moderate rate 
has been lowered to four mills. 

The taxes that have cost thou- 
sands of Georgians their homes, 
both in the cities and the country, 
have been the city and county 
levies that have been forced higher 
and higher as economy and effi- 
ciency have disappeared from the 
conduct of local government. Some 
county rates have gone higher than 
30 mills, many more to 25 mills 
and the great majority of the coun- 
ties have had tax rates higher than 
15 mills. Only a scattering few 
have had rates below 10 mills— 
twice the maximum rate the state 
government can assess. 

For years the taxpayers of the 
state have sat calmly by and made 
no protest while an oligarchy of in- 
competent and unscrupulous coun- 
ty officeholders has squandered 
money in unnecessary and waste- 
ful expenditures—and piled on 
taxes to meet the ensuing deficits. 

The bill introduced by Repre- 
sentatives Terrell and Almand seeks 
to bring an end to waste and ex- 
travagance in local government, 
with their subsequent increase in 
the burden of taxation, through lim- 
iting the county and city tax rate 
to 10 mills. The plan, as a con- 
stitutional amendment, will require 
a referendum, but there is no pos- 
sible doubt that it will be over- 
whelmingly approved by the people 
if the legislature through enactment 
of the Terrell-Almand measure gives 
them an opportunity to express 
themselves. 

The several bills introduced in 
the house and senate looking to the 
reform of court procedure in Geor- 
gia create the hope that the urging 
of the Georgia Bar Association, and 
the unanimous demand of the press, 
for many years for a speeding up 
of court cases, through the elimi- 
nation of unnecessary technicalities, 
will at last be heeded by the legis- 
lature. 

Progressive states throughout 
the country have made definite 
strides during recent years in the 
simplification of their codes and 
the bringing about of ‘sweeping ju- 
dicial reforms. Georgia's failure to 
keep step with this nation-wide 
movement has increased the threat 
to the people of the state from 
habitual criminals from other sec- 
tions, who know they can come

of “beating the rap” than in states 
where court procedure has been 
made more effective. Our courts 
are by far too expensive in their 
long-drawn-out delays, not of 
the tax moneys but in the time o. 
witnesses and jurors, and tn the d's- 
ruption of business incident to the 
settlement of civil cases. 


is also in line with sentiment in 
other states. Nebraska, by vote of 
the people, has already authorized 
such a change in its legislative set- 
up, and Kansas has simplified its 
legislative procedure by the estab- 
lishment of a legislative council of 
leaders in both houses ta hold ses- 
sions prior to the meeting of the 
general assembly for the purpose of 
formulating a full legislative pro- 
gram. 

The reception given the repeal 
and beer bills gives reassurance 
that the vitally’ important question 
of liquor sales in Georgia will be 
given earnest and thorough consid- 
eration by the members of the leg- 
islature. 

These bills, and most of the 
others of general nature that have 
been introduced during the first 
days of the general assembly, are 
aimed at the elimination of un- 
healthy conditions and the substi- 
tution of more economical and effi- 
cient methods of government. Some 
of them may not, and probably do 
not, offer the best possible method 
of attaining the objectives desired, 
but at least they are stepping 
stones in the right direction. 


A SPLENDID PROGRAM 


The program of lectures and 
round-table discussions arranged 
for this year’s Institute of Public 
Affairs at the University of Georgia 
will prove a valuable contribution 
to the interest and the information 
in the state on matters of inter- 
national policy and public health 
problems in Georgia. 

The annual sessions of the insti- 
tute are usually divided into two 
sections, one for the discussion of 
national and international issues, 
and the other for the study and 
discussion of state problems. Last 
year the recovery measyres of the 
Roosevelt administration were dis- 
cussed by outstanding speakers. 
This year, with internal conditions 
becoming stabilized, questions of in- 
ternational relationship are of vital 
importance, and the institute will 
present many speakers of world- 
rwide renown. 


Among these speakers are Japa- 
nese Ambassador Saito, a compara- 
tively young man whose rise in ‘he 
diplomatic world has made him an 
outstanding figure in world affairs. 
He is intimately familiar with the 
American viewpoint, having filled 
various consular and diplomatic po- 
sitions in the United States over a 
period of nearly a quarter of a 
century. 

Another speaker of international 
note will be Angus Fletcher, direc- 
tor of the British Library of Infor- 
mation in New York and former 
solicitor of the supreme court of 
South Africa. European affairs will 
be commented upon by Stephen 
Bouton, noted foreign correspond- 
ent and author of several volumes 
on conditions in Germany. 


Dr. David Lilienthal, director of 
the TVA; Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce Dickinson, Dr. James T. 
Shotwell, of the Carnegie Institute 
for International Peace, and other 
leaders of thought of international 
reputation make the speakers’ list 
one of the most impressive ever to 
be presented in the south. 


Able and widely known speakers 
will appear on the section of the 
program devoted to health condi- 
tions in Georgia. 

The Institute of Public <ajfairs 
has steadily grown in value and im- 
portance since it was first launched, 
and this year should register a new 
high mark of constructive public 
service.

I was in a plane which 
capsized upon starting from Schiphol 
and burst into flames, a fraction of a 
second after I had béen catapulted 
into a mud hole. What will 1935 
bring?

nature provides it. 


servations, McLester (Nutrition and 
Diet, Saunders, °34) says: “The 
vague but insistent digestive com- 
plaints of gastro-intestinal invalids 
may be an expression in milder tone 
of the same nutritional faults which 
in beriberi lead to loss of intestinal 
neuromuscular control and assimila- 
tive powers and to the other distress- 
ing symptoms of disease. Poise and 
stamina, too, are dependent on good 
nutrition; its failure often leads to 
instability of the nervous system and 
emotional imbalance. This is well 
exemplified by those women who be- 
cause of capricious appetite or a de- 
sire to become fashionably thin have 
starved themselves to a dangerous de- 
gree; the promptness with which these 
unhappy patients regain their equi- 


} librium when given an abundant, well- 


balanced diet, is good evidence of the 
part played by proper food in the 
preservation of nervous stability. 
“The person who has subsisted long 
on a faulty diet shows also grievous 
lack of endurance, and easy exhaus- 
ca ae 

It should not be inferred, and I am 
sure Dr. McLester did not intend to 
imply, that a woman who has re 
stricted her diet to a dangerous de- 
gree in order to become slim, has only 
to resume a well-balanced diet when 
she finally gets as bony as she wishes 
to be and desires to regain her nerv- 
ous equilibrium, emotional stability 
and whatever beauty she may have 
had. It is by no means so simple as 
that, as thousands of unhappy women 
can testify. Especially when the ill- 
advised woman follows a _ reduction 
regimen which still further deprives 
her of vitamins, as most of them do. 
McCarrison’s studies show plainly 
that we civilized people suffef more 
or less from vitamin deficiency even 
when we have no queer obsessions 
about this or that food and no re- 
ducing bug. When we restrict our 
food in any way we aggravate this 
hypovitaminosis, that is, unless we 
supplement the reduction diet with a 
suitable vitamin ration to cover.the 
deficit. Not one in a thousand per- 
sons fooling with reduction systems 
is informed of the importance of this.

Dozen. Others To Lose

whole, seems to be approaching 
greater stability with the advent of 
the new year. it is a fact that nine 
changes of major: importance have 
been made since the tumult and the 
shouting of the 1934 season subsided. 


At least a dozen others in various 
= of the country will be replaced 

fore another playing campaign 
puts the damper on the reform wave 
or silences the anvil chorus of alum- 
ni. Latest among the vacancies is 
the head coaching job at Colorado 
University, where W. J. Saunders 
struck a new note by resigning yes- 
terday, with two more years to go on 
a five-year contract, to take up the 
business of rounding up cattle in- 
stead of football talent. Another ma- 
jor spot to be filled is at Southern 
Methodist, where Madison (Matty) 
Bel] seems a logical candidate to re- 
place Ray Morrison. newl¥ installed 
as the veteran Dan McGugin's suc- 
cessor at Vanderbilt. 


FOLLOWS SCHMIDT 


Morrison follows Francis Schmidt, 
Ohio State’s successful new coach, out 
of the Southwest conference, where 
two of the best first-year coaching 
jobs of 1934 were turned in by Jimmie 
Kits of Rice, and Jack Chevigny of 
Texas. 

Amid all the altruistic talk from 
the academic side of the collegiate 
fences, it is noteworthy that dis- 
patches have stressed the successful 
records of the following figurés in 
the coaching shake-up: Dick Harlow. 
to Harvard from Western Maryland; 
Don McAllister, to South Carolina 
from Waite High, Toledo; Lynn Wal- 
dorf, to Northwestern from Kansas 
State; and Don Faurot, to Missouri 
from Kirksville (Mo.) Teachers. 


In the general analysis of these 
shifts, not so much has been written 
about McAllister but there is excel- 
lent reason for believing that South 
Carolina knew what it was doing 
when it plucked this 31-year-old coach 
from the interscholastic ranks. McAl- 
lister and his first assistant, Frank 
Pauly, a former Washington and Jef- 
ferson line star, have been in charge 
at Waite High for four years and 
won four city ee in a 
town where the schoolboy competition 
is as keen as any place in the coun- 
try. As a result, Waite High now has 
a stadium which seats 15,000 and 
would do credit to many a college. 
McAllister, a University of Illinois 
product, coached school teams at Pa- 
latki and Miami, Fla., and his home 
town, Carmi, Ill., before attracting 
unusual attention at Toledo. 


FOUR FROM RANKS 


It is notable, from the standpoint 
of stability, that four major va- 
cancies have been filled, so to speak, 
from the ranks. Wes Fry was ele- 
vated from backfield coach to head 
coach at Kansas State; Leonard 
(Stub) Allison replaced William 
(Navy Bill) Ingram at the University 
of California after serving as an as- 
sistant ; Major K. H. Britton stepped 
up to replace Major R. R. Neyland 
at Tennessee, and Louisiana State has 
picked its track coach, Bernie Moore, 
to fill the post vacatec by Captain 
Lawrence (Biff) Jones, the artillery- 
man who defied Huey Long. 

Mississippi State is looking for a 
successor to Captain A. R. MacKech- 
nie who resigned recently. Duquesne 
must replace Joe Bach, the former 
Notre Dame star who left to take the 
job of coaching Pittsburgh’s profes- 
sional club, Kucx has narrowed down 
to ten the list of candidates for the 
job of puliing Old Siwash out of the 
ruck.

ABBEVILLE, La., Jan. 20.— 

(UP)—A tithe for taxes—10 per cent 
and no more; back to the town hall 
with the problems of government: 
abandon the “harvest campaign” of 
unwise federal taxation, regulation, 
loans, subsidies and gifts—this was 
the advice today of L. O. Broussard, 
retiring president of the American 
Tax Payers’ League, Incorporated. 
_ Broussard headed the league since 
its formation in Washington in 1927. 
He retired January’ 9, due to illness, 
to be succeeded by Eugene P. Thomas, 
former vice president of the United 
States Steel Corporation. His final 
report, based on eight years’ study, 
was released today. 

“The past year has seen the climax 
of federal and state government in- 
terference in the affairs of the peo- 
ple,” he said.

MACON, Ga., Jan. 20.—(#)—Near- 
ly $1,500,000 has been spent in the 
past 12 months in Bibb county by| 
the Georgia emergency 
istration. 

Relief officials announced today 
that $1,038,141 was spent during 1934 
in giving work to able-bodied relief 
clients, and $457,422 in caring for un- 
employable and those for whom no 
jobs were available. ~ ee ae, 

On January 1, the city and county 
governments assumed the responsibili- 
ty of administering relief to the un- 
employables under an arrangement 
with the relief administration. 

Among the larger projects under- 
taken by the relief forces in the city 
and county are the reconditioning of 
the city hall, construction of a nurses’ 
home, excavation of the Indian 
mounds in Ocmulgee fields, rebuilding 
of the Price public library, and the 
remodeling and modefnizing of certain 
buildings of the county poor farm, 
including detention homes for white 
people and negroes, the negroes’ ward 
of the almshouse and a superintend- 
ent’s cottage. 

Other projects include a general 

traffic survey for Macon, the laying 
of a storm sewer and thé building 
of secondary roads.
